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FALL COATS: CLEAN CUT AND GREAT 


The coat for Fall '83 has returned to classic styling--now updated 
with bold, clean cut lines and details, feat uring menswear details 
and trims which have not been seen for years. It should prove a 
vital companion to the sportswear looks for Fall. Classics include 
reefers, greatcoats, steamers, balmacaans, pea-coats, polo coats, 


and the trench. The strongest silhouettes are bold but not 
overpowering--broad at the top and restrained through the body; 
trench and polo coats are slightly oversized. Fur trim adds a 


welcome note of luxury, this time on menswear-inspired coats. 
Short, swingy toppers make an important comeback; the clutch coat 
looks new and spare. Noticeably missing-—-down coats. 


Fabrics reflect the traditional haberdasher looks: herringbone, 


melton, tweed, houndstooth, plaids, camel, alpaca. Color moves in 
two directions: neutrals or brights. Neutrals continue in menswear 
shades of black, camel, grey--either alone or mixed. Brights are 
red, purple, fuchsia, jade, royal blue. 





CUDDLECOAT--Item toppers dominate in updated pea coat styles. 
Unconstructed, unlined pea coat in red, royal or white wool features 
one-button asymmetric close, dropped shoulder and roll-up cuff--also 
available in long, lined version. More classics in steamers with 
back belts and raglan sleeves in tweeds and menswear solids. 
Reversible, double-faced wool toppers are shown in coolie, blazer, 
and swing styles--for warmer climates. Double-faced wool clutch 
with tuxedo front converts to button-front style. The best item is 
wool/poplin double coat with waterproof top’ in black/khaki, 
navy/red, and ivory/beige. 


GEOFFREY BEENE FOR GALLANT--Short coats and the effortless ease of 
Beene styling. Taupe wool in layered look coat with raglan sleeves 
and shirt-tail bottom or unlined greatcoat. Black, navy or red 
unconstructed pea coat in long or short versions. The double coat 
here is wool with a slicker top; also for rainy days--the drawstring 
trench. Double-breasted styles in back-belted steamer and reefer. 


NIPON COATURE--Dressy coats are the keynote, especially in black. 

Black wool raglan sleeve coat with funnel neck and red self scarf to 

button at the shoulder. Evening look--black wool with silk buttons 

and satin collar, fringe, piped buttonholes. Blue-trimmed scarf on 

black flange collar, triangle back. Short double-breasted 

coachman's coat with broad  button-back lapels, navy melton.

Mid-tones--sage, rose, lavender, coral, 
light blue, medium grey. 





Sheer pantyhose--subtle alternative to  pat- 
terns. Side details that play up the curve 
of ankle and calf in tones of smoke and 
black. Tuxedo stripe on opaque leg—HUE. 
Tiny flora! back seam on _ sheer pantyhose 
--CHRISTIAN DIOR. Hearts adorn the sides of 
sheer legs—-BURLINGTON LEG LOOKS. Cream or 
off-black legs with paisley flocking for 
side focus and rhinestones--GEOFFREY BEENE. 
Sheer pantyhose with three diamonds. at 
ankle-—-EVAN-PICONE. 











Textures continue to be a major influence 
in pantyhose with ribbon stripes, herring- 
bones, lace, and floral motifs in jewel 
tones, black, white. Confetti textured 
sheers--EVAN-PICONE. Honeycomb French mesh 
bi-color tweedy patterns--DIM. Half-moon 
slivers on sheer legs--ROUND THE CLOCK. 
Lacette sheers--BERKSHIRE. Two-tone classic 
window pane plaid--MAYA. _ Side interest on 
diamond net pantyhose—HOT SOX.

Knee-highs take on sweater patterns in 
bright or heathery colors and _ haberdasher 
treatments. Dishtowel checks with sweater 
ribbed cuff--NORMA KAMALI. Bold horizontal 
sweater stripes--BURLINGTON. Multi-color 
maze-pattern wool knee-high--MISSONI. 
Textured basket weave--ERGEE. Multicolored 
herringbone tweed; looped yarn boot sock 
with vinyl edging--BONNIE DOON. Hounds- 
tooth check knee sock-—HOLLYWOOD LEGS. 
Ringlets, fine horizontal _ stripe, many 
brights--DIM. 


Socks layer over tights or knee highs for 
that pattern on pattern look. Striped camp 
socks--NORMA KAMALI. Checkerboard wool 
turn-cuff anklet--MISSONI. Cotton crew 
with contrasting velcro  closure--DANSKIN. 
Metallic polka dots on cotton/nylon 
sock--FOXY SOX. Orlon/nylon crew sock with 
knit-in bow--PERRY ELLIS/TRIMFIT. 





The sweater tight mixes tweeds, rib, and 
cable textures to carry on Fall's sweater 
dressing story. Flame-block jacquard 
wool--MISSONI. Ribbed cotton in bright, 
tweedy tones--DIM. Heavy lace--ERGEE. 
Black striped cotton tights--HUE. Lacy 
leaf pattern sweater tights--ELBEO. More 
tweed--ANNE KLEIN FOR CAMP. Herringbone 
tights--BURLINGTON LEG LOOKS.

lengths, sweater patterns and_ textures.

DAYTIME DRESSES -- KNITS AND WOVENS 


Dresses in full force--and not just for 
evening or dramatic looks. Daytime dressing 
for Fall combines a simple eased fit, with 
a chic, elegant styling. 


Knits: machine and _ hand-knits of varied 
yarn __ thicknesses--two by two _ stitching, 
pointelle details, cut and  sewn_ knits, 
crochet looks. Yarns are polyester and 
wool, wool/rayon, or shiny and dull rayon. 
Wovens: sportswear and menswear oriented: 
textures, checks, stripes, gabardine--wool 


jersey, acrylic, polyester/wool flannel. 








The silhouette is the shift or chemise in 


an architectural T-shape. Coat dressing, 
fitted or loose, with one lapel or contrast 
lapels the freshest look. The _ shirtdress: 


low torso or natural waistline. Also, the 
sweater dress, the jacket dress, the fit 
and flare dress, the coachman, and the 
trompe l'oeil dress which resembles a _ two- 
piece through color _ blocking. Sleeve 
treatments add drama with dolman and bat- 
wing sleeves, puffed shoulders, and _ bell- 
shaped sleeves funneling into slim cuffs.
